Well, time to operate the AM side of the station with a modicum of technical 
integrity 

and finally replace the original two-wire fused cord on my Ranger with a proper 
three 

wire fused arrangement. While I do not prefer a solution that would require 
removing 

the chassis from the cabinet just to check or replace the new hot-side fuse, an 
open, 

chassis mounted inline fuse holder somewhere just inside is the most obvious way 
to 

install one. I suppose if you blow a fuse, you ought to be opening the unit up for 
a 

check-out anyway. There does not seem to be room on the rear panel to install a 
conventional panel mount fuse holder - the most operationally convenient solution. 
I've heard of some that have actually put a fused mini-box inline with the new 
three 

wire power cord, complete with strain relief bushings in and out and soft start 
components internal to the mini-box. Effective and convenient, though not real 
elegant, perhaps.

It's called the "shaded 
pole" motor, which works from small into fractional HP motors. 
(Um, HP is horsepower, not sure what it is in metric measurement) 


You'll see it in old clock motors. There is a copper ring around 
part of one of the pole pieces. This shorted turn produces the 
phase shift necessary to run the motor.

As many of you know, I've been maintaining an FPM-200 transceiver 

owners' list since 1994. Inititlally I thought that there were fewer 

than 25 of these radios in existence, but every year one or two keep 
popping out of the woodwork. Today I added no. 32 to my list 

(http: //www.w8zr.net/vintage/tcvrs/FPM200_list.htm). The lucky owner 
is Don Sommerfeld, K9KNZ, who found his recently at an estate sale. 
From 1966 to 1970 Don worked at the Hallicrafters 5th Ave plant in 

their military division, and has always dreamed of finding an FPM-200. 


Of the 32 radios on my list, I'd estimate about 10 to be 
operational.to some degree. Some owners do not have the matching 12V 
power supply and are unable to test their radio. Finding a suitable 
power supply can be a big problem because of the unusual 
military-type power connector on the radio that combines the antenna, 
switching, speaker and 12V together. (It resembles the connector on a 
KWM-1, but is bigger and has more pins.) 


Interestingly, the FPM-200 is not particularly difficult to service. 
The parts are mounted on glass-epoxy circuit printed circuit boards 
(keep in mind, this is 1959!), and the manual is extremely complete, 
with large fold-out circuit diagrams and photographs of all the boards. 


Many of the names on my list are List members. I'd appreciate your 


letting me know if you become aware of any transaction involving one 
of these radios.

Good evening Everybody, 


I would like to ask you all on our List if anyone is familiar with a type of 


SWL radio that RCA ( and maybe other companies ) made? These radios are 
almost communications receivers, but don't have crystal filters, multiple 
selectivity widths, and noise limiters. Here are some of the features and 
characteristics that these radios have: 


11 or 12 tubes 

about eight bands ( usually in a bandspread format like 
a TransOceanic ) 

separate local oscillator tube 

tuning eye tube for signal indication 

usually two IF stages 

push-pull output 

RF amplifier 


You can see that these are full-featured radios for a home radio. They have 
wooden cases, are table-top radios, and are pre-war and post-war. These 
radios are almost as complex circuit-wise as some of the communications 
receivers that we have. Examples of RCA models are the Model Q36, Model 
Q44, and Model Q45. Have any of you all ever run across any of these? One 
interesting thing about these models ( at least to me ) is that they are 
every bit as complex as the high-dollar multi-tube console radios, but they 
are table-top radios. Another question that I have is how common these 
radios are? I have only seen one. With an 11 or 12 tube chassis, these 
radios would definitely qualify as " boatanchors ".
